Moreoyer, they will not admit the ſinging of

as the Dutch Churches and thoſe of. Heſſoy, or 
the ten Commandments, with that which we call 
the Song of Simeon, as our French Reformed 
Churches and others do ; and jf they tell me, that 
the Church of England cannot produce any pal- 
ſage of Scripture for the ſinging of rhe Creed,eFc, 
I anſwer, that it is not neceſſary for c:rcumſtant- 
al things, and that our Proteſtants beyond the ſea, 
whom the cauſers of diviſion in this Kingdom do 
approve of, cannot bring any paſlage of Scripture 
to prove the ſinging of the Lords Prayer, and the 
ten Commandments, | | 
But their contentious humour goes yet further, 
for they will not have the people anſwer in the ce- 
lebration of the Divine Service, and they are of- | 
fended at the repetitions which the Church of

For the firſt, I ſay, that it is good according to 
the cuſtome of the Church of #»glard, to joyn 
our ſelves with the Paſtours in the Church, as you.

8.36. where Chriſt ſaith unto the Jews, Abraham 
rejoyced to ſee myday (whether it was his birth or

verſes of our Chapter, evidently ſhews the con- 
_ trary: Others with the Millenaries, with Papzas, 
Ireneus, Tertullian, Laftantius, and others, begin 
them at the death of the Antichriſt," but you 
may obſerve, inthe 7. and 8, werſes, that the ge- 
wil being looſed, after the expiration of the thou- 
ſand years, the Antichriſtian juriſdition ſhall pre- 
vail, and ſo the thouſand years of our Text do not 
follow the Anrcichriſt but precede him: ſome of 
the Rabbins, Xetina and Eliezar among the Tews 
will have the beginning of thoſe thouſand years, 
after ſix thouſand of the creation of the world, 
at the beginning of the 7000 to the very end of 
it; Bur how do they know that the world thall 
endure neither more nor leſs then fix thouſand 
years, after which the world ſhall have a reſt of a 
thouſand years , the Scripture I am ſure makes no 
mention of ſuch a thing; and therefore leaving 
char opinion I ſay, that others begin them at the 
Paſſion of our Saviour, as Gregorius and _ 
| an 
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r o o . i 2 
and Pererius , but although it was ſaid, that at that 


ime the prince of this world ſhould be caſt out, S,?oh, 
12,31, and that in the Croſs Chriſt, having ſpoiled 
principalities and powers, made a ſhew of them open- 
ly, triumphing over them in it; yet you muſt know 
that it was not the beginning of Satans binding, 
and therefore I omit for the ſame reaſon the opi- 
nion of ſome Learned men that begin the thou- 
ſand years at the death of Fulian the Apoſtate, in 
the beginning of the Reign of Conſtantine the 
Grear. 

For if we ſeriouſly conſider, we ſhall ſee, that 
a thouſand years begin at the Nativity of Jeſus 
Chriſt, ar that time Chriſt beheld Satan as light- 
ning falling from heaven, for at his Nativity he 
took that ſtrong man, bound him, and ſpoiled hrs 
houſe,as Chriſt himſelf inſinuates, Mat.12.29, did 
not the devils know that they were bound when 
they beſought our Saviour ſaying, if thou caſt us 
out,ſuffer us to go rnto the herd of ſwine * Mat. 8.31. 
you cannot bur know thar verity; it you conſider 
that the devils could not ſtand before him withoue 
fear and trembling, as we reade in the Evangelifts, 
and the heathens themſelves ſhew us, that the 
devils were bound at the Nativity of Jeſus Chriſt, 
for Swidasin vita Auguſt, recordeth, that Augu- 


ſtas the Emperour, enquiring of the Oracle of 4- 


pollo, what man ſhould reign after him, received 
noanſiver from the devil, then that © an Hebrew 
<:cthildnewly botn.among the Jews, hindred him 
as

© toſpeak; and commanded him to depart from 
<& thence, and1 have read, that all the Image 
of Egypt did fall ro the ground, when our blefled

Moreover, ſome Learned Hiſtorians tell us, that 
the Romans having formerly conſulted theOracles 
to know how long the Temple of the Goddeſs 
Peace ſhould ſtand, an anſwer was made them, 
& until a Virgin ſhould bring forth achilds and ſoit 
came to pals, for at the bleſſed Virgins delive- 
Tance, it fell to the ground ; and further Plutarch, 
de aefed, orac, doth report, * that in the Reign 
& of Tiberius the Emperour, a ſtrange voice and 


& exceeding horrible clamour,with cries and howl- 


© ings, was heard by many in the Grecian Sea, la- 
< menting and complaining that their great god 
* Pan, the maſter devil was now departed, jnſq- 
< much that all the Sea reſounded their dreadful 
<& Ecchoes ; whereby it is plain and manifeſt, that 
even in all parts the devil complained on the Na-

time ſo bound, that he conld not as he did before 
ſeduce the Nations of the earth, for many of the 
Gentiles ſeduced before by him, came at that time 
untothe knowledge of jeſus Chriſt, and ſuffered

Then you may ſee that the thouſand years of 
our Text begin at the birth or Nativity of our 
Saviour, to continue untill the formal manifeſtari- 
on of the Antichriſtian Juriſdiftion at the looſing 
of our chapr, which time is already expired and 
niſhed ; if you conſider. who are thoſe that are 
called Gog and Magog, who are to exerciſe their 
tyranny againſt the Church of God, after the ex- 
piration of rhe thouſand years, as you may {ce im 
the 8. and 9, werſes, the devil ſhall go to deceive 
the nations of the earth, Gog and Magoe, and gather 
them together, and they went upon the breadth of the 
earth, and compaſſed the camp of the Saints about, 
aud the beloved City, 

You know that Gog and Magog aretwo words 
which are taken from the 38. of Ezechrelthe Pro- 
pher, where the Jews by Gog underſtand the king, 
andby Magoe the people; bur you are not ignorant 
that Magog was one of the Sons of F , a5 

epH1Hh; you 
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reade in Gez, 10, 2, who at the firſt did inhabir 
next to the ws. pian mountains, and by ſucceſſion 
of time extended themſelves into all parts of the 
world, from thence came the Scythians, Tartari- 
ans, and other Barbarians, from thence came the 
Hunnians, Vandals and Goths, and therefore it is 
not without rewias. that thoſe people are faid to 
be as the pn of the ſea in the latter end of the 
8, ver, of our chapr, for they have ſupplied the 
world with almoſt an infinite number of people, 
which cauſed ſome Learned men to ſay, that the 
North was the ſhop of all Nations, trom thence 
come alſo Turks, who by violence took away the 
Saracenical Empire ;, as for Gog you know that it 
is the proper name of one of Foels ſons of the po- 
ſterity of Reuben, 1 Chron, 5. 4. who inhabited 
Eaſtward, and filled the Little Aſia with his po- 
ſterity, which was called Gog, 

But theſe Nations ah came from Gog and 
Mazog having degenerated from their anceftours,

Perhaps you will tell me, if the thouſand years 
are now finiſhed, or as you ſaid, expired at the 
formal manifeſtation of the Antichriſtian Juriſdi- 
ion, how can it be ſaid, that Satar is looſed out 
for a litile while or ſeaſon, as't is ſpoken in the 3; 
ver, To that Ianſwer and fay, that this may ve- 
ry well be.ſaid in regard of Satans eternal binding, 
which followeth aiter his _—_ out of his priſon 
for a while; indeed if you confider the thouſand 
years binding of Satan, I confeſs that his looſtng 
our will ſeem a great while ; but if you look upon 
Satanseternal binding, his looſing out is but 4 /it- 
tle ſeaſon, which makes me wonder at the Mille- 
taries opinion , who expect now a viſible and 
excthly reign, for in the expectation of ſuch a 
reign, they loole the ſpiritual kingdom of our Sa- 
viour, and ii their pretended happineſs, they may 
finde a true unhappineſs, :

Concluſion and Application. 


Bur let us conclude with application, to learn 


from our Text, that the'Saints who are actual 
members of our Saviour live: with him in this 
world the life of grace, the onely life of Gods 
children, who are not born of —_ but of . the 
Spirit, Joh.3.6, not of corruptible but incorruptible 
ſerd, the word of God, which liveth and abideth for 
ever, L Pet 1.23, not of the prince of darkneſs, 
but of the Father of lights ; for as we Tead , and 
they lived and re:zned with Chriſt ; indeed there is 
none but thole that are light jn the Lord that poſ- 
ſeſs.it ; for this ſpiritual life changes our darkneſs 
into light, and our vices into ſhining vertues, and 
makes us like unto' the Sun of righteouſneſs by 
the gracious brightneſs which the-life of grace 
procures unto us, whichis a life that the Scripture 
cals the life of Chriſt ; becauſe the life of grace 
looks on Chriſt as on its ſacred obje, and its me- 
ritorjious cauſe z and by excellency the > of God, 
not as if God were not the authour-of the natural 
life of the vegetative, ſenſitive, reaſonable, and 
intelligent creatures, for we know that the God 
of heaven and earth. gives life to all theſe crea- 
tures, and that the natural life dependeth of him

elſe but the ew creature and the yew 94x: I wiſh 
that I could ſpeak with the tongue of Angels to 
expreſs in ſome kinde that celeſtial and ſpiritual 
life which the Saints enjoy in our Saviour, for Iain 
ſure that you would be raviſhed with admiration 
in the very hearing of chat ſacred lite, yet I'defire 
that you give place to my weakneſs, excuſe my 
infirmities, and ſuffer me to exhorr you to run at- 
ter it with all the ſincerity of your hearts, 

But before,forſake the world and its luſts, for 
it is impoſſible to live with Chriſt while we live 
the life of this corrupted world ; let then every one 
of us pull down the Idols which we have erected 
upon our hearts to the profanation of the Name 
of the Almighty God, and confuſion of our im- 
mortal ſouls ; you that are covetous, let me'per- 
ſwade you to remove Mammon from your affedti- 
ons,that you may offer an agreeable (arifice unto 
God, and come to the life of grace z conſider that 
riches continue not long with us, for you know 
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that ſometimes the ſea, that unconſtant Element 
takes by violence all ours, and that which we had 
from others, as great Merchants by experience 
may inform you, and ſometimes a ſickneſs will 
conſume our eſtate ; nay, ſometimes the negli- 
gence or bad conſcience of our debitours will de- 
prive us of all our reyenues , and make us poo: 
and miſerable; bur ſuppoſe that all your good;

ted natures z but the attributes of the ſecond or- 
der are {aid ro be proportionably communicable, 
in effettis analogis, by the reſemblance of the ef- 
feds, as Gods Wiſdom, Goodneſs, and Will, for 
you know that thoſe attributes are aſcribed unto 
Angels, and given unto men z and as God hath 
a will, ſo have Angelsand men, as being the right 
of the intelligent creatures, 

But here we ſhall not ſpeak of Angels nor mens 
will, but of Gods will, My meat is to do the will of 
him that ſent me , for he that ſent Chriſt is God 
the Father, the Son, and the holy Ghoſt , -ac-

Bur obſerve, that this work is of another rank 
then that of our good works which God com- 
mandeth, approveth and worketh in us by his 
holy Spirit; for this work of our ſalvation is 
the great and ſublime work of God; a work 
which excels the great work of the Creation, be 
ing a work, as I may ſay of greater labour then 
that "of the Creation, for as S, Anſtin ſayes, 
Deus loquendo creavit ſed patiendo redemit , God 
created the world by his ſpeaking, but he redeem- 
ed it by his ſuffering becauſe the ruine and'per- 
dition of men was {uch, that there were more ob- 
ſacles at the redeeming of men, then at the cre- 
ation of the Univerſe ; for, beſides there was the 


ſame vertue required to raiſe the dead, as to give 


being to nothing, and life to duſt; the juſtice of 
the living God was oppoſed unto their ſalvation 5 
therefore to ſatisfie the divine juſtice the death of 
our dear Saviour was neceſlary tor them, to whom 
God had ſaid, Ger.2.17, In the day thou eateſt of the 
zree of the knowledge of good and evil, thou ſhalt 
ſurely die.

_ with the corporal meat, give me leaye to tell you, 
thar there is ſomething in the ſpiritual meat which 
js not to be found in the corporal ; for the, corpo- 
ral meat muſt be given to thoſe that enjoy a cor- 
poral life, otherwile it cannot help all our dead bo- 

dies, bur the ſpiritual meat which is the nouriſh- 
* menr of our ſouls, that proceeds from God, when 
it 1s-given to thoſe thar are ſpiritually. dead, re- 
ſtores. them unto a celeſtial and ſpiritual life,
